Attorney General Tan C. Swearin- 


gen and F. C. Elliott, chief engineer 
for the state, are again making a trip 
through the inland waterway to de 
termine the exact condition of the 
canals and gather evidence to be used 
in the suit of the state to compel the 
canal owning company to put and 
keep the canal in condition for use o 
surrender 
the franchise now held 


This suit has been pending in th 
state supreme court since long hefor 
Swearingen took office as attorne 
general. 


Messrs. 
Swearingen 
and 
Ellio 


went to Miami some time ago for the 
purpose of making the trip up the in- 
land waterway, but arrived there just 
in time to get caught in the hurricane 
and storm which visited Key West 
and the south part of the state and 
the trip was postponed because of 
the damage done by the storm. 


They were in New Smyrna yester- 


day enroute from Miami to Jackson- 
ville, having left Miami Monday after- 
noon, making the trip on the state 
boat, the Transit. 
Soundings were 


taken along the trip to determine the 
varving depths and measurements 
were also taken to determine the vary- 
ing widths of the canals, the grant 
from the state calling for the canals 
to be maintained at a depth of five 
feet and a width of 10 feet. 


Recently a statement was made by 


Engineer perkins for the canal com- 
pany that the canal will be kept in 
condition this winter for the passage 
of boats; that two dredges will be 
kept constantly at work, one south of 
Palm Beach and one north of Palm 
Beach and the channel will be kept 
cleared at all times. 


Attorney General Swearingen said 


yesterday-that their soundings -from 
Miami to New Smyrna showed the 
waterway in better condition than it 
was when they made their trip of in- 
spection last spring.
